“At that time,’’ continued Senator Clay, 
“all those who spoke for ratification took 
the position that when Spain relinquished 
her sovereignty over the Philipine islands 
and ceded them to the United States, such

nition of a Philippine republic by our gov- 
ernment. It has only been of recent date 
that !t had been disclosed that the secret 
purpose of those who now declare that 
our government shall change the policy of 
a lifetime and deprive the people of their 
long cherished hopes had existed from the 
beginning. 

Some Historical Facts. 

Senator Clay went over briefly the his- 
tory of our connections with the Phil- 
ippine people since the commencement of 
the war with Spain. He traced the nego- 
tiations with Aguinaldo from the begin- 
ning, showed how the friendliest relations 
existed between the insurgents and our 
soldiers. At every step in the history of 
the co-operation of the American and Fili- 
pino forces,the representatives of our gov- 
ernment were put on notice that the Fili- 
pinos would expect and demand their ab- 
Solute freedom and independence, and 
General Otis had said to them: “I wil] 
assure the people of the Philippine islands 
the full measure of individual rights and 
liberties which is the heritage of a free 
people.” 

Senator Clay quoted from General Otis 
himself to show that the estrangement 
which led to the final clash of arms was 
due to the failure on the part of the Fili- 
pino people to get from this government 
some authoritative expression on the in- 
tent of the United States with regard to 
the islands and their government. It 
evident, from a study of the reports, that 
the Filipinos were from the start a unit 
against annexation and in favor of a

This resolution concedes the fact that these 
people fell to us as the result of war, and that 
we must restore peace and- maintain order 
throughout the islands until a government shall 
be established by the people there, with our 
assistance, capable of protecting the people 
from violence and maintaining -law and order. 
It provides that our military forces shall be 
kept on the islands until the insurrection /s 
suppressed, and until a_ stable government 
can be put In operation. * 

This resolution bears the blessed message to 
the Filipinos which they have so long sought in 
vain, namely, that it is the purpose and inten- 
tion of the United States, when the insurrec- 
tion {s over, when peace and order shall be 
restored and a stable government established, 
that then we will withdraw our land and naval 
forces from the islands, reserving to our g0Vv- 
ernment such harbors and tracts of land as 
may be needed for coaling stations and gov- 
ernmental purposes, and transferring to the 
government of the Filipinos all other rights and 
territories secured in said islands under the 
treaty with Spain, and leave the future control 
and dominion of the Island to the Filipino peo- 
ple. 


Discharges Faithfully Every Duty. 

The resolution is most carefully guarded, dis- 
charges faithfully every duty we owe this 
people, as well as to carry opt the obligations 
and duties we owe to foreign governments 
resulting from the war. 

First, it provides for the suppression of the 
insurrection;. second, that we will assist these 
people in putting into operation a government 
of their own that will maintain law and order; 
third, it protects the interesis of the govern- 
ment of the United States by reserving the 
necessary coaling stations and land needed for 
governmental purposes: fourth, {t provides that 
until a stable government fs established on the 
islands the president is empowered to maintain 
law and order there; fifth, that so soon as such 
a government shall be established by the peo- 
ple of those islands, with our assistance we 
will withdraw our land and naval forces, leav- 
ing the future control to the people thereof. 

If these resolutions do not cover, every phase 
of the case. I do not understand the English 
language. Pass them and give them the effect 
of law, and then we will have pursued a course 
in the solution of our troubles with this people 
which will be in keeping with the principles 
of our government. I do not believe we will 
ever reach a satisfactory solution of this prob- 
leta, a solution in harmony with the principies 
of our government, by pursuing any other 
course than one substantially as above outlined. 
Mr. President, this course meets my approval, 
because humanity, reason and justice dictate 
such a policy. I realize that If we force a 
military government upon these people against 
their will, the alienation existing between us 
will be an incurable one. I am unalterably op- 
the vermanent retention of these 
islands with the view of forcing the American 
government upon them by Americans, because 
I believe such government will cost the people 
of the United States $150,000,000 a year to 
pay the increased expenses of our army and 
navy to maintain military government there, a 
tax of $2 per capita annually for every man, 
woman and child in the United Statet. This 
Coes not take into consideration the sacrifice of 
human life that must necessarily follow In 
maintaining military government on those 
islands. It is a fact that cannot be disputed 
that the expenses of maintaining our army has 
already increased more than sixfold. 

Many Reasons for Opposition. 

The demoralization that follows war and the 
military spirit is always to be deplored. I 
am opposed to it again, Mr. President, because 
history teaches us that sovereignty acquired 
by the sword must be maintained by the same 
means, and that power acquired by conquest 
and wealth gained by robbery are certain in 
the end to-weaken and corrupt the possessor.

MEN UNDER ARREST 


Three Prominent Chicago Men Charged 
with Bucket-Shopping. 


ALL ARE WELL KNOWN 


It Is Alleged They Used the Mails 
with Intent To Defraud. 


M’LAIN BROTHERS ARRESTED. ALSO 


Five Chicago Men Will Have To Ap- 
pear in the United States 
Court. 


Chicago, Mareh 1.—Three prominent 
members of the Chicago board of trade 
were this afternoon arrested by. the fed- 
eral authorities on the charge of bucket- 
shopping. The men taken imto custody 
are James Nicol, first vice president of 
the board of trade; Harry O. Parker, who 
was first vice préesideuc of the poard Im- 
preceding Nicol, and Calvin A. 
president of the firm of C. A. 
Whyland. All are charged with using the 
mails to defraud in connection with fthe 
firm of McLain Bros. 

Charles R. and Albert O. 
bers, of the board, but who announced 
their retirement from business several 
months ago, were indicted by the federal 
grand jury ‘today, charged with fraudu- 
lent use of the mails, with carrying on a 
business in the nature of bucket-shopping 
and defrauding correspondents in several 
States, 

The brokers on the board of trade had 
hardly learned the news of the indictment 
of the McLain brothers when three depu- 
ty marshals walked in and placed the 
three other members under arrest. The 
prisoners were taken before Judge Kohi- 
saat in the United States district court 
and gave bonds in the sum of $5,000 each. 
The three men were indicted for alleged 
colusion with the McLain brothers in a 
swindling scheme, Al] three defendants 
are well known on the board and thelr 
methods have heretofore been unquestion- 
able. They have all been in the commis- 
sion business for years and have estab- 
lished a large country trade. 

It is claimed by the postal authorities 
that while the McLain brothers carried on 
the active correspondence, which is said 
to have been in the nature of bucketshop- 
ping, the other brokers have permitted 
their names to be used and made the 
frauds possible. All five men were indict- 
ed jointly. The true bill charges that tne 
five devised a scheme to induce corre- 
spondents in several] states to send their 
money for dealirg in future delivery in 
rrains and provisions; that they convert- 
ed this money to their own use, without 
purchasing or selling on the board, 
they had agreed, and that they sent their 
correspondents false written reports of 
purcHases and sales, purporting to show 
the prices at which and the persons to 
whom the sales were made.

Washington, March ~The 
statement of the public debt, 
day, shows that at the close of business 
Kebruary 28, 1900, the debt, less cash in 
the treasury, amounted to $1,118,886,059, a 
decrease February 1st of $6,750,168. 
This decrease is largely accounted fo 
by the increase in the amount of cash 
'on hand, The debt is recapitulated as 
yoOllows: Interest-bearing debts, $1,026,- 
862,120. Debt on which interest has ceased 
Since maturity, $1,205,000. Debt bearing 
no interest, $3389,178,761.

History of the Case, 

On the morning of May 12th, last year, 
about 1 o’clock Robert F. Davis, an aged 
highly respected citizen of DeKalb 
county, was shot down at his home near 
Decatur by an unknown person, At the 
time of the killing Mr. Davis was search- 
ing for a Supposed burglar. 

He had heard a noise at the front door 
and had gone who might be there.

A GREWSOME TALE OF 
A PRISONER’S ESCAPE 


“I don’t belie@e there ever was or ever 
Will be a prison built in this world out of 
which prisoners cannot escape,” remark- 
ed the turnkey at the police barracks last 
night, when a recent attempt to break 
jail was under discussion. 

“They will manage to get out now and 
then,” replied the station sergeant, ‘‘and 
it might be remarked, as a paraphrase on 
én old proverb, that there ‘will be breaks 


in the best regulated prisons.”’ 
“I never 'will forget,’’ continned ‘the 
turnkey, who had spent nearly a life- 


time locking grated doors, “how a sharp 
hegro got out of the old city prison by 
playing the role of a corpse. I believe 
that was the most unique escape in all 
my experience as a prison Keeper. There 
were some very startling features con- 
nected with it, too.’’ 

‘“‘Let’s have the story,” suggested a call 
officer. 

“It was about twenty years ago,” said 
the turnkey, “‘‘when one night we locked 
up a negro who appeared to be ill from 
the effects of a protracted spree. The next 
night he died in his cell. We sent out 
and got a plain pine coffin for him and 
had him placed in it. That was before 
we had undertakers to come around and 
take away the dead bodies for the cor- 
cner. We had a negro locked up’at the 
barracks on the charge of having beat 


his wife, and it turned out afterwards to 
be a bad cage. The old city prison’s 
locks and doors were not the best and 


the negro who beat his wife had free 
egress into the passageway on which al] 
the cells opened. The dead negro in the 
coffin was in the corridor.”’ 

The turnkey stopped to get a chew of 


tobacco from the call» officer, while the 
negro janitor slipped away, being re- 
markably superstitious. 

“The following morning,’ continued the 


turnkey, ‘‘we hauled the coffin, with the 
negro in it, to an undertaker’s, where we 
left it to be buried by the city. About an 
hour later we heard the startling news 
that the dead negro had come to life and 
had run away. The undertaker related 
the story in a husky voice and told us 
how twenty or thirty negroes, who were 
viewing the corpse, had fled in great 
fright. At the dinner hour we found a 
dead negro in the cell where we had 
wife beater. The corpse was 
that of the man who had died from alco- 
holism. That wife beater had taken the 
body out of the coffin and placed it in his 
cell and then crawled into the coffin him- 
self and drew the lid down over him. He 
must have waited and kept quiet, or laid 
low as Brer Possum is said to do at the 
undertaker’s until he was gure all the 
officers were gone. I have often laughed 
when thinking about what consternation 
he must have caused among his mourn- 
ers when he raised up out of that coffin. 
We never rearrested the wife beater. We 
thought he had earned his liberty.”
